Memorandum. 


The  Royal  Swedish  legation,  In  charge  of  Netherlands 
interests,  have  the  honour,  in  accordance  with  instructions 
received,  to  approach  the  Imperial  !  inistry  of  Foreign  Affairs 
in  the  following  setter. 

The  Netherlands  Government  are  desirous  to  be  informed 
v.hether  the  Imperial  Government  would  be  disposed  to  agree  in 
principle  to  a  proposal  for  the  eveouation  of  a  portion  of  the 
civilian  population  of  the  East  Indies  after  the  second  exchange 
of  3ritiah  and  Allied  nationals  has  taken  place.  The  details  of 
the  proposed  evacuation  plan  are  as  folio  y.sj 

1.  The  Netherlands  Government  desire,  for  humanitarian 
reasons,  to  evacuate  civilians  in  the  lost  Indies,  rho 
at  present  arc  interned  in  internment  camps  or  confined 
to  special  quarters  of  oertain  cities,  as  is  the  cast 
vith  some  -omen  and  children  of  European  extraction. 

2.  Only  persons  belonging  to  either  of  the  following  tr.o 
categories  should  be  included  in  the  proposed  evacua¬ 
tion. 

A.  V.omen  and  their  minor  children  rho  are  not  in 
complete  liberty.  Every  precaution  should  be 
taken  not  to  separate  mothers  from  their  child¬ 
ren. 

B.  tic.;  persons,  vho  are  interned. 

Irrespective  of  the  place  within  the  East  Indies  where 
they  may  be,  persons  mentioned  under  "A"  and  ’B"  shall 
be  eligible  for  evacuation.  If  necessary,  however, 
regional  restrictions  could  be  acceptable.  The  eva¬ 
cuation  of  persons  embraced  by  the  above-mentioned 
tvo  categories  would  relieve  the  Imperial  Government 
of  providing  lor  a  pert  of  the  civilian  population. 
Moreover  the  persons  belonging  to  these  twx>  categories 
can  be  of  no  value  for  the  prosecution  of  the  war. 

3.  Five  percent  of  the  total  number  of  persons  to  be 
evacuated  should  consist  of  oth.er  Allied  nationals  than 
Netherlander . 

4.  The  Netherlands  Government  on  t-heir  side  are  prepared 
to  approve  of  the  evacuation  from  Allied  territories  of 
Japanese  nationals  belonging  to  categories  "A*  and  "B", 
the  number  to  be  determined  by  mutual  consent. 

5.  Should  the  Imperial  Government  declare  themselves  in 
principle  agreeable  to  this  evaluation  proposition, 
lists  of  persons  intended  to  be  evacuated  should  be 
prepared  and  arrangements  with  "regard  to  evecuation 
ships  and  sea  r^utc  1  adt .  The  ships  intended  for  the 
proposed  evacuation  could  possibly  slso  be  utilized  for 
dispatching  regular  relief  provisions  to  the  Fast  Indies.
